THE object proposed to be. accompliched by 
the institution of this Society Was the great 
public improvement indicated by its title. 
« fo extend the Fitheries and improve the Sea«Coasts 
of the Kingdom: the north-western coasts of 
the island in particular were proposed to be, 
and have, in fact, been the principal seat of 
the undertaking ; because fish is far more abun= 
dant there, the coast less improved, and the 
people less employed than in other parts of 
the kingdom. This appears by the preamble 
A 
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of the act of parliament which incorporated 
the Society, 26 Geo. III. chap. 106. - It states 
that / the building of free towns, villages, har- 
bours, quays, piers, and fishing stations in the 
Highlands and Islands of North Britain, will 
greatly contribute to the improvement of 
fisheries, agriculture, manufactures, and other 
useful objects of industry, in that part of the 
kingdom, in which the dispersed situation of 
the inhabitants had hitherto proved a great 
impediment to their active exertions ; and their 
being collected into fishing towns and villages 
would be the means of forming a nursery of 


hardy seamen for his Majesty 8 a and the 
defence of the rm. 2poml 


The mode to be adopted for effecting the 
intended purpose was described and limited by 
the act of parliament. It was © by raising a 
fund to be applied to purchasing, or otherwise 
acquiring, lands and tenements in perpetuity, 


for the building of free towns and villages, 
harbours, quays, piers, and fishing-stations, on

züch lands, so purchased or acquired, and on 
no other lands or tenements whatsoever. The 
reason of this limitation was, that the forma- 
tion of villages at suitable distances, where all 
the implements and materials of industry might 
be provided, was considered as the principal 
means for the improvement of a coast, where, 
from Caithness to Campbell- to ven, a distance of 
about two hundred miles, swarming with ſish 
and a great population, there was not one mar- 
ket-town nor public store, and only a few pri- 
vate stores, from which some articles were dealt 
out for the fisheries, on condition of selling the 
fish to the owners of the stores, at their own - 
prices. Another reason for the limitation was, 
to prevent the Society from being induced to 
lay out their stock in adventures in the sale of 
fish or other branches of trade, which, though 
prosperous in the hands of individuals, could 
hardly become profitable to a large Society, 
from whom that minute attention, necessary 
to render undertakings of the kind successful, 
is not to be expected. |

Of this a striking instance had occurred in 
the case of a large Society, named the British 
Fishing Company, which traded in fish a- 
bout half a century since, and ended in insol- 
vency. | 


Though the object of the British Society was 
thus a great public improvement, and though 
the mode of effecting it was thus directed to be 
by the purchase of lands and erection of build- 
ings, whereof the extent was not limited, and 
might be to any length the funds of the Society 
could reach, yet the Directors of the Society 
were of opinion, and to that opinion they have 
carefully adhered, that not only all bold and 
inconsiderate expenditure of money should be 
avoided, and that the stock of the Society 
Should be saved as much as the object of the 
Institution could possibly allow, - but even that 
the plans and operations of the Society should 
be so conducted, as to admit of a return in 
due time to the individual subscribers of a 


part, at least, of their public spirited contribu- 


tions.

| How far these purposes have been carried 
into execution, will appear from the subsequent 
statements. 


The selection of fit situations for the villages 
was a matter of great importance. A Com- 
mittee of Directors, * disdaining the fatigues of 
travelling over a part of the island unaccom- 
modated with roads, and intersected by arms 
and channels of the sea, subject to violent gusts 
of wind even in Summer, visited that unim- 
proved coast soon after the institution of the 
Society. The result was, a determination to 
fix on three settlements; one on the northern 
coast, at Ullapool; another on the southern part 
of the coast, at Tobermory; and the third to 
the westward, among the Hebridian Islands, at 
Lochbay, on the western side of the Isle of Skye. 


It is needless to dwell on the advantages pe- 
cultar to each; they have been often represented

to the Proprietors; and it is more particularly 
the business of the present occasion to state the 
operations, and their effect, at those settlements. 


The general result has undoubtedly been the 
calling forth, in a very considerable additional 
degree, the spirit of enterprize in the fisheries, 
to which the natives have become disposed, 
from the frequent visits of the shoals, affording 
the only species of adventure that has hitherto 
turned to account in that quarter. Those 
additional exertions have arisen, in several 
ways, from the conduct of the Institution. 


The people upon the coast, understanding 
that a Society had been formed, by persons of 
the first consideration in the country, for the 
express purpose of improving the fisheries, na- 
turally expected, and were not disappointed, 
that, in the prosecution of this favourite species 
of industry, they should experience a degree of 
protection and accommodation hitherto un- 
known. They therefore proceeded, and con- 
tinue to proceed, with increased alacrity.

Irregularities in the mode of fishing, which 
occur when the fishers are crowded in a small 
bay or loch, where the shoals of herrings have 
entered, was one of the first grievances repre- 
sented tothe Society; to remedy which as much 
as possible became the object of a particular 
enquiry, instituted by the Directors, and of 
some representations to the Board of Manu- 
factures and Fisheries at Edinburgh. The 
consequence was, a more exact attention to 
the duty of repressing those irregularities by 
the Officers appointed for the purpose, who 
are denominated the Fishing or Fusticiary Bail- 
hes, 


Another grievance, of which complaint had 
been made to the Society, was a contraband im- 
portation of Swedish herrings into Ireland, that 
interfered exceedingly in the market with the 
sale of British-caught fish. Upon representa- 
tion by the Directors of this abuse, it was im- 
mediately removed ; and no further complaint 
has, from that period, been heard on the sub-

The great grievance and complaint of -the 
fishers, the want of a ready and sufficient sup- 
ply of salt upon the appearance of the shoals, 
has been repeatedly the subject of serious con- 
sideration with the Directors. After much at- 
tention to this subject, they have not been able 
to suggest any mode of freeing the salt from 
the Custom- house regulations, established to 
prevent frauds, that would at the same time 
leave the conveyance of salt from the maker 
to] the fisher uninterrupted by those regula- 
tions, and prove. a satisfactory security against 
illicit uses of that commodity. Rut the Direc- 
tors had the Satisfaction to find the strongest 


disposition in Government to accommodate 
the fishers in the freest possible manner, con- 
sistent with the security of the revenue; and, 
when peace and leisure are restored, there is 
no reason to doubt that the subject will be re- 
sumed, for the purpose of endeavouring to 
make both those desirable ends mutually com- 
patible. But, even under the present system of 
regulations for conveying salt duty- free to the 
fisher, the repeated remonstrances of the Di- 


1 
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such a practical mitigation of the rigour of re- 
striction, that no complaints on the subjeet 
have lately been made. This of itself is a 
matter of the highest consequence, especially 
to the fishers of small property, who chiefly 
felt the inconvenience of those regulations. 


But what has given particular and important 
relief, not only in the article of salt, but in all 
fishing materials, such as casks, nets, hooks, 
ciety's settlements, where private adventurers 
may, and do, lay up their commodities for 
sale to the neighbourhood: — a thing which 
was utterly impracticable before the institution 
of the Society, for want of those suitable build- 


In order to aid and encourage the importa- 


tion of necessary articles, and the disposal of 


them at reasonable rates, the Society have lent 
small sums (from 100 to 200l.) to persons of 
credit at the settlements, on the express con- 


— 
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10 
dition that the articles imported should be sold 
to the settlers of the Society at a profit of ten 
per cent. only. It appears that this condition 
has been complied with, from an application 
by the other inhabitants of the neighbourhood 
of Lochbay to be recommended to the store- 
keeper for the purchase of those articles at the 
same rate they are sold to the settlers. 


But a traffic in stores and fish, and various 
commodities for the use of the country, could 
not be conveniently carried on without quays 


and harbours : — such have, accordingly, been | 


built at Ullapool and Tobermory, and are now 
building at Lochbay. The necessity of works 
of this kind is obvious where goods are to be 
shipped or landed in any region, but more 
particularly so in the stormy climate of the 
north-western coast, where the weight of the 
Atlantic throws in heavy seas, which often 


meet with the opposition of violent gusts from 


the neighbouring mountains. Artificial ꝓro- 
tection has been therefore found absolutely 
necessary for loading and unloading goods in 


11 
safety. The expence of these works, in spite 
of caution, axconomy, and smallness of scale, 
has been of necessity considerable, from the 
nature of operations of masonry in mud and 
water, of a sufficiency to resist the impulse of 
the sea, agitated by tides and storms. The 
Society have, however, the satisfaction to 
know, that all their structures of this hazardous 
kind have proved solid and substantial. The 
formation of such works is not only necessary 
to the extension of the fisheries; but, by the 
accommodation they afford, tend strongly to 
the general improvement of that — of the 


country. 


Besides harbours and quays, a Custom- house 
is a necessary accommodation for the promo- 
tion of trade in any particular station or neigh- 
bourhood. The Society found one in the vi- 
cinity of Ullapool, and had no occasion to 
make any application on this head in behalf 
of that settlement. At Tobermory a Custom- 
house has been erected at the solicitation of 
the Society: it contributes very materially to 


232 
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the success of the place, and the accommoda- 
tion of an extensive range of coast, where sueh 
an establishment was much wanted. The 
tettlement at Lochbay having been commenced 
more recently than the other two, has not yet 
obtained a Custom house; but it stands in 
the middle between Tobermory and Storno- | 
way, where there are such establishments: 

the further progress of the settlement, how- 
ever, will probably entitle it to a similar ac- 


commodation from Government. — Skilful 


Blacksmiths and Coopers have also been pro- 
vided, and settled at the several stations. 


Two other measures are adopted, which, in 
the state of that part of the country, are a pow- 
erful inducement for the people to collect them- 
selves to the neighbourhood where they take 
place, that is, the establishment of a good School- 
master and of a Medical Gentleman: Preach- 
ers are provided by the Parish, or by the Fund 
for Missionaries. The laudable disposition of 
the inhabitants to give their children as much 
education as they can command, and their

great distance from medical assistance when 
wanted, are circumstances which have already 
an influence, and will gradually operate much 
further in calling inhabitants to those places, 
where such peculiar accommodations are to be 
found. N Han 


The population attracted by these means will 
be stated under the head of each particular set- 
tement, after giving some further account of 
the general means used at all of them for 
attaining the designs of the Society. | 


The great object, Agriculture, has not been 
neglected ; the coast in question being un- 
doubtedly more in want of improvement in 
this respect than any other quarter of the king- 
dom. A part of the land at the settlements is 
good and fertile; the greater part is coarse, but 
capable of various degrees of cultivation ; some 
part is understood to be undeserving of the hus- 
bandman's labour in any way hitherto prae- 
tised. The Society, however, possessing a 
large space, viz. from 1000 to 2000 acres at 


14 
each establishment, there is scope for trials of 
various denominations. Desirous of encou- 
raging the settlement of Fishers, Manufactur- 
ers, and various artisans at their stations, they 
allotted out the land in such small parcels as 
they conceived might be no more than sufficient 
to employ the intervals of time in the several 
pursuits of such persons. They gave each of 
them, besides the scite of his house and offices, 
a half acre of the best land, at ten shillings per 
acre; and four acres of the uncultivated land, 
on condition of inclosing and improving, at 
one shilling per acre; and Summer's grass for 
one or two cows, at two $hillings and sixpence 
each. These are the general rates. At To- 
bermory local circumstances make some vari- 
ation. This has given rise to a great deal of 
cultivation and improvement at the several 
settlements, where nothing like improvement 
had been known before. Of late it has been 
represented by one of the Agents (Mr. Ro- 
bertson of Lochbay) that the Society has been 
too liberal of their land; and that the settlers 
have a tendency to procure a subsistence from 
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the land alone. He therefore proposes that 
the quantity should be reduced to one acre of 


good land in all, which ought to be let at fifteen 


shillings, instead of ten shillings, per acre. 
The consequence of this, he says, would be, as 
in some instances he mentions, that the settler 
would be under the necessity of having recourse 
to fishing for his principal support, which 
would afford him a more plentiful mainte- 
nance. 2 45 | 


The Directors intend to take this suggestion 
into serious consideration. But as few expe- 
riments to increase the knowledge of the coun- 
try in Agriculture can be expected from culti- 
vation on so minute a scale, the Society have 
given Jarger portions of land to a few, who 
have used modes of cultivation, and produced 
crops, utterly unknown before in those neigh- 
bourhoods. Lime has been burnt, compost 
dunghills have been formed, green crops of 
turnips, cabbages, and grasses have been raised 
with success: in short, a beginning has been 
made, and specimens given of what may be

done by cultivating the soil of that coast, too 


generally and hastily deemed, from the appear- 
ance of the surface and moisture of the cli- 
mate, incapable of any improvement. 
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The Society have likewise paid attention to 
the introduction of such manufactures in parti- 
cular as are connected with the fisheries.

Persons at Ullapool and Tobermory have 
engaged in the manufacture of yarn, of such 
especially as is fit for fishing - nets, for the use 
of net-makers there, and in other places. 
To those persons the Society have afforded 
small aids in money, either by way of loan or 
by subscription to their funds; and have pro- 
cured wheels and reels, and a Spinning Mis- 
tress from the Society for Manufactures at 
Edinburgh. They have also allowed small 
premiums to the best Spinners, as an incite- 
ment to skill and dexterity.

By these works, buildings, id as applita- 


tions, and measures, and others of a similar 


nature, have the Directors endeavoured to 

carry into execiltion' the public-spirited objects 
bf che Subscribers to this Sotiety. Tllat their 
nbours have not been without” succées, ap- 
pears from the increase of vessels emplbyed 
in the fisheries from the north- western coast; 
a number of which are fitted out from places 
whence no vessels ever had been fitted out 
before. This increase is notorious on that 
coast, though particulars cannot be given, as 
no person has gone from the Society for several 
years to collect information, and make a Report 
of the general state of the Society's Settlements. 
Yet, with respect to Tobermory and Ullapool,*

the state of their trade will appear from the 
Reports thereof transmitted by the Society's 


Agents there. Considering these places were 
without traffic at the commencement of the 
Society, the progress that has since been made 
exhibits no inconsiderable specimen of a be- 
ginning that bids fair to effect the objects in- 
tended. 


It will be proper, therefore, to state this 


traffic, and also the population, buildings, and 


other particulars relatively to the respective 
settlements.

Tun land at Tobermory, which is a pur- 
chase in perpetuity, subject to a fee · farm rent, 
or feu- duty, consists of about 2,000 acres; the 
greatest part of which is coarse and moorish, 
but in Summer it affords some pasture; other 
parts are capable of cultivation, and have been 
much improved by the Society S settlers, The 
Society paid no price for this, or their Jandi in 
other places, except a perpetual quit - rent, or 
feu - duty, equal to the rent at the time: so that 
the benefit of the increase of the rent of the 
land (exclusive of the rent of the buildings) 
accrues to the Society, as a donation from the 
former owners. The only exception was 500l. 
paid to Mr. Campbell, of Missinish, for a valu- 
able part of the land at Tobermory.

to call at Tobermory: they would otherwise 
hold further out to sea. A manufacture of 
yarn has been commenced at Tobermory, by 
some persons of substance in the place and 
neighbourhood, to which the Society has 
subscribed. It is conducted on a cautious 
prudent. scale, and promises success. 


On the whole, every thing seems regular 
and in good condition at this settlement, 
so far as can be learnt from corresponding 
with the Agent: and there is no reason for 
doubting, from his talents and character, 
that, if any thing were otherwise, he would 
represent it. This settlement, however, like 
the rest, has not been inspected by any one on 
the part of the Society since Summer 1790, 
when Mr. Telford, Architect, examined the 
state of the buildings then erected, or erect- 
ing: several buildings, roads, and bridges, _ 
however, been since com pleted.

This * by reason of che owner 3 
abroad, and from other circumstances, came 
later into the hands of the Society than the 
other settlements, viz. at the close of the year 
1790. Owing to the remote situation of the 
place, the western side of the Isle of Skye, it 
was found a difficult and tedious task, subject 
to many disappointments and attempts at im- 
position, to procure a fit tradesman to under- 
take the buildings there at a reasonable rate. 
It was only in Summer 1795 that operations 
were begun there by a builder, Mr. Forsyth, 
with whom the Society have every reason to 
be satisfied, except a late absence of consider- 
able length from their works at this station, 
which he states as unavoidable. He is now re-

The unavvidable delay of begining the ope- 


rations at tllis settlement after the intention of 
commencing them had been declared; occagion- 
ed a doubt in the minds of the neighbours,

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whether the settlement should ever in reality 
be established. This circumstance damped a 
little the spirit of settling, which was vivid 
enough in 1790 to induce 30 persons to put 
down their names for lots in one year, the 
greater part of whom withdrew afterwards; but 
settlers have now come in again, as they see 
some buildings already up, and others going 
forward: and there are several reasons for think - 

ing that in due time this station will rise to an 
equal footing at least with the others belong- 
ing to the Society. 


It consists of a considerable portion of good 
land, elose to an harbour, which will be render- 
ed safe and commodious by the works now rais- 
ing. It stands in a populous neighbourhood, 
where nothing like a town has ever yet exist- 
ed; and nearly adjacent, not only to several 
herring-lochs, but to excellent fishing- banks for 
cod and ling, which afford a steady and nearly 
invariable species of ſishery. Accordingly, a 
greater portion of the settlers here are fisher- 
men than at the other stations.
